Said  selectmen  to  have  the  authority 
to  establishing  the  terms  of  said  ordinance  including  the 
times  of  it  being  effective:  the  manner  in  which  dogs 
must  be  leashed;  penalties  for  violations  and  other  re- 
lated matters,  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00 
to  enforce  said  ordinance.

Removal  Ordinance  as  previously  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  B,nd  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  previously  adopting  said  ordinance. 

25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  change  the  word- 
ing of  Article  1  -  Section  1: 

To  change  the  sentence  reading  "A  fee  of  not  more 
than  $5.00  shall  accompany  each  application  submitted" 
to  read  "A  fee  of  2  cents  per.  sq.  ft.  shall  accompany 
each   application   submitted." 

26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  change  the  word- 
ing of  Article  5  -  Section  1  to  read: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  make  appointments  to 
a  Board  of  Adjustment  consisting  of  five  members.    Said 
appointments   to   be   made   in   conformance   with   the  pro- 
visions of  R.S.A.   31:67  as   amended  as  terms  expire 
vacancies  occur.    The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  filling  vacancies  and  maintaining  full  membership 
on  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  change  the  word- 
ing of  Article  1  -  Section  4  to  read: 

New  building  lots  sold  in  the  future  shall  have  front- 
age of  not  less  than  200  ft.  and  contain  one  acre  of  land. 
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28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  change  the  word- 
ing of  Article  1  -  Section  2-F  to  read: 

All  dwellings  and  buildings  in  private  or  public  use 
shall  be  equipped  with  a  sewage  system  which  at  least 
meets  the  specifications  of  the  New  Hampshire  Pollution 
Commission  and  New  Hampshire  Dept.  of  Public  Health. 
A  permit  for  said  sewage  system  must  be  obtained  from 
the  town  building  inspector.  A  fee  of  not  more  than  $15.00 
shall  accompany  each  application  for  permit. 

29.  To  determine  if  the  voters  of  South  Hampton,  by 
petition  of  Paul  Stefanski  and  ten  others,  are  in  favor  of 
having  a  three  year  term  for  Town  Clerk;  and  if  so  voted 
the  town  shall  choose  by  ballot  a  Town  Clerk  for  a  three 
year  term  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

30.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.

Once  again  we  come  to  that  time  when  we  look  back- 
ward and  survey  the  past  year's  activities.    During  1967 
your  Library  Trustees  continued  to  work  with  Mrs.  Fraser, 
Librarian,  to  expand  the  facilities  and  services  of  the 
Library.       Physical    improvements   include    the  following 
items:     1.     A  bookdrop  installed  in  the  first  floor  window 
to  assist  borrowers  in  returning  books  when  the  Library 
is  closed;    2.    A  four-drawer  vertical  file  for  ready-access 
filing   of  photos,    pamphlets,    papers    etc.;      3.      Library 
floor  sanded  and  refinished  using  funds  budgeted  by  the 
Town  and  hard  labor  provided  by  Mr.  Francis  Smith;    4.    A 
new   carpet  at  the   foot  and  head  of  the  stairs  to  help 
keep  the  new  floor  clean.      The  Services   area  includes 
the  following:     1.     147  new  volumes  purchased  at  a  cost 
of  $547.00;    2.    A  total  of  1408  books  borrowed  from  the 
State  Bookmobile  during  its  4  visits  to  our  Library;    3. 
Continued  evaluating,  weeding  and  improving  of  the  Book 
Collection;     4,     Assisted  the  South  Hampton  Historical

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  members  of  the  South  Hampton  School  Board: 

I  respectfully  submit  to  you  my  second  annual  report 
in  the  South  Hampton  School  District. 

One  of  the  most  complex  tasks  facing  any  educator 
in  today's  world  is  that  of  attempting  to  cope  with  change. 
The  changes  are  coming  at  us  with  such  rapidity  that  it 
is  difficult  to  understand  change  let  alone  try  to  control  it. 

One  significant  change  and  one  which  all  of  us  def- 
initely understands  clearly  is  the  mushrooming  size  and 
complexity  of  the  education  enterprise.  Nationwide  the 
facts  are  staggering.  This  Fall,  for  instance,  there  were 
57  million  children  and  youth  in  school.  This  is  over  one- 
fourth  of  the  population  of  the  United  States!  Over  44 
million  were  in  public  elementary  and  secondary  schools. 
and,  even  more  startling,  the  annual  increase  since  1960 
has  exceeded  one  million  every  year. 

Certainly  these  facts  will  cause  some  eyebrows  to 
stretch  upward.  The  various  and  several  ramifications 
of  these  statistics  poses  many  a  problem  across  the  Land 
especially  to  those  closely  related  to  the  educational 
arena.    What  are  some  of  the  implications  one  might  ask? 

1.  Children  now  come  to  school  younger  and  stay 
longer  than  ever  before  in  history. 

2,  The  educational  level  of  achievement  has  shown 
a   sharp   and   unmatched  jump    forward,    from   8^   years  in 
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1940  to  an  increase  of  12  years  in  1970,  it  is  estimated. 

3.  Giant  strides  in  school  district  reorganization 
have  been  accomplished.  Recent  figures  show  that  the 
nation  has  consolidated  its  127,244  school  districts  into 
23,000  in  a  short  30  years.  It  should  be  pointed  out  here 
that  this  consolidation  was  done  NOT  to  save  money  but 
to  EDUCATE  better  and  more  effectively. 

4.  We  must  be  careful  that  bureaucracy  does  not 
hamper  our  creativity  in  education.  The  mere  fact  that 
we  are  so  big  should  not  dampen  a  teacher's  willingness 
to  try  out  new  methods  and  techniques,  study  research 
findings,  and  to  pattern  their  methods  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  local  student. 

5.  School  facilities  are  not  keeping  pace  with  the 
surging  enrollment. 

6.  Fewer  and  fewer  of  the  brighter  college  graduates 
are  entering  the  teaching  profession  for  several  reasons 
chief  of  which  is  the  salary  being  offered,  although  the 
salary  structure  is  showing  marked  improvement. 

7.  There  is  a  growing  militancy  amongst  the  teacher 
group.  They  are  being  better  trained  at  the  negotiation 
process  than  are  the  administrators  and  school  board 
members.  Teachers  are  concerned  with  over-sized  classes, 
duty-free  lunch  periods,  fringe  benefits  equal  to  those 
being  paid  other  town  employees,  to  mention  just  a  few. 

8.  Education  costs  money.  Public  expenditures  for 
educatioi  at  all  levels  now  approximates  fifty  billion 
dollars  per  year.  In  1955  these  expenditures  were  approx- 
imately eighteen  billion. 

This  is   a  year  of  decision  for  us  in  South  Hampton 
Our  school  facilities  have  reached  that  point  of  no  return. 
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South  Hampton  enrollment  figures  are  plotted  below  as  of 
November  30,  1967.

South  Hampton  is  on  the  outer  edge  of  a  potential 
school  housing  problem.  The  possibility  of  community 
growth  and  expansion  could  bring  us  face  to  face  with  a 
classroom  shortage.  The  fact  that  there  is  land  available 
for  housing  developments  in  South  Hampton  makes  this 
situation  more  acute.  A  mere  in-migration  of  five  or  six 
families  with  children  of  school  age  would  render  us  a 
problem.  Recently  our  State  Board  of  Education  endorsed 
a  set  of  "Guidelines  and  Recommendations  for  N.H.  Public 
Elementary  Schools."  A  section  of  this  report  deals  with 
recommended  public  elementary  school  organization.  This 
document  urges  a  pupil-teacher  ratio  of  25  to  1  and  one 
teacher  for  each  grade  level.  The  board  members  are 
aware  of  this  problem  and  are  attempting  to  gather  all 
necessary  facts  and  figures  to  hopefully  arrive  at  some 
solution.    It  is  not  an  easy  task  believe  me. 
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It  was  unfortunate  that  a  replacement  for  Mrs.  Gold- 
thwaite  could  not  be  found  in  order  that  we  could  continue 
to  offer   a   school   lunch   program   at  the   Barnard  School. 

I  must  salute  the  classroom  teachers  for  their  efforts 
from  day  to  day  on  behalf  of  the  children  they  serve.     A 
good  school   system  is  dependent  upon  the  quality  of  its 
teachers. 

Adequate  salary  schedules  for  classroom  teachers 
have  been  the  topic  of  considerable  concern  by  school 
board  members.  This  is  a  serious  matter  and  should  not 
be  thought  of  lightly.  New  Hampshire  is  in  the  midst  of 
an  acute  teacher  shortage.  It  is  most  difficult  to  find 
qualified  staff  members  willing  to  teach  in  our  communities 
at  the  present  salaries  being  paid.  We  are  geographically 
situated  in  a  difficult  area  with  the  higher  paid  positions 
just  a  few  miles  over  the  border.  In  order  to  keep  the  staff 
we  have  at  present  there  must  be  a  major  upward  adjust- 
ment made  and  this  will  be  the  year  for  it.  South  Hampton 
does  not  stand  unique  in  this  dilemma  for  this  problem  is 
being  dealt  with  all  across  the  state.  Within  a  week  or 
so  there  will  be  a  full-scale  investigation  of  educational 
problems  existent  in  this  state.  Of  course,  you  and  I  re- 
alize the  crux  of  the  problem  is  money  and  where  it  comes 
from.  Local  communities  in  New  Hampshire  are  now  sup- 
porting education  at  the  highest  percentage  rate  in  the 
nation,  while  state  support  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 
In  the  latest  ranking.  New  Hampshire  is  49th  in  the  nation 
when  one  looks  at  state  support  for  public  schools.  The 
local  New  Hampshire  communities  contribute  84.3%  toward 
the  cost  of  education.     This  is  the  highest  in  the  United 
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States.  It  will  be  unfortunate  but  inevitable  for  some  com- 
munities in  this  state  who  will  choose  not  to  deal  with 
the  teachers  equitably.  Time  alone  will  tell. 

1967  has  been  an  active  year  in  studying  the  school 
curriculum.  This  will  be  the  case  for  many  years  to  come, 
since  there  are  so  many  changes  taking  place  with  un- 
believeable  rapidity.  Many  of  these  changes  are  finding 
their  way  into  classrooms  via  teaching  methods,  tech- 
niques, skills  and  procedures.  It  is  commendable  that 
that  study  groups  first  are  able  to  define  problems;  sec- 
ondly that  they  strive  to  arrive  at  solutions.  Curriculum 
study  takes  place  after  the  children  are  dismissed.  Some 
of  it  takes  place  into  the  late  evening  hours.  Several 
school  systems  put  teachers  to  work  during  summer  months 
to  accomplish  this  task. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  among  other  things  my 
duties  take  me  to  classrooms  observing  teachers  and 
children  busily  engaged  in  the  teaching-learning  process. 
It  is  rewarding  indeed  to  be  present  to  witness  a  child 
who,  after  a  failure  or  two,  finally  reports  that  he  has 
"caught  on"  to  some  important  skill.  Equally  rewarding 
to  me  is  to  observe  effective  teaching.  I  find  that  we  have 
teachers  who  show  interest  in  wanting  to  improve  their 
instructional  methods. 

In  conclusion  may  I  add  that  my  association  with  the 
South  Hampton  school  has  been  most  rewarding  to  me.  I 
am  pleased  to  be  playing  a  part  in  shaping  your  education- 
al system.
